WHAN KING *. LO CHEUNG MAN. 

This waa an upplication for leave tu ap- 
peal against a decision of Me 'T. Sercombe 
Sunith, Polies Magistrate, whereby appel- 
lant wus sentenced te six months’ imprison- 
tient, in-April lust, for robbery froin a fish- 
ings junk, 

Mr E. Robinson (instructed by Mr Brut- 
ton) appeared for the appellant. 

Mr Rebinson said he appeared on behalf 
of the appellant, and he was instructed ser- 
vice lad been effected upon Fespondent. 
Ile would ask therefore that he be called 
upon to appear. 


Tho Court usher cried three tines upon 
the respondent, but hedid net appear. 

Mr Robinson said he would ask for tho 
allowance of the motion for the rehearing, 
and quoted cases in support of hia_ petition 
on the ground tlut the respondent not 
having put in an appearance the hearing 
should bo granted. . 

The Acting Chief Justice said he should 
want the grounds for appeal 

Mr Robinson said the question of law 
wns disposed of as they wore cut of time. 
Ile sutmitted, hawecer, that there was not 
suflicient evidences to warrant a convi dion: 
He sulmuitted there was a very strong case 
cn the face of the depositions for grunting 
the whearing. The story gf the pro- 
secutar was that on léth June of 
the present year abont five o'clock he 
was lying in the harhour of A Chau, when 
four men usarmed ina big sampan came 
and bearded his junk, and in dead silence 
took away bis fish, whilst he remained at 
the bow of the junk jocking on. Some 
comment on that was that notwithstanding 
the silence observed he knew the big sam- 
pias the sampan belonging to the Chang 
Chang shop, and next morviig he said he 
rowed hinsel€ ashore in the said big sam- 
pan and went to the Chang Chang shop Lo 
get Uw money. He demanded the Hong- 
keng price fur-the fish which had then becn 
delivered in the shop. Paymont was refasel 
én tote, and so about three or fuur o'clock on 
the Ith he started to report tothe Molice at 
Tai-Q, and he did so. . Phe story of his wife 
confirmed that. She also said the robbery 
was cireted in complete s lence, butslated 
that her hushand-was in the stern of the 
Lwat-st the tine, that he went ashore the 
fHoving morning not in the big sampan, 
batinhis own boat. The wife did not ex- 
plain how, any more than the husband,—if 
the rubbery was effucted in complete si- 
lence, and if her husband did-not go ashore 
with tho man in the ssinpan,—he knew 
where to go to ask for money, which 
he said he did. Nor did either of them 
explain, if they were robbed, if a piracy 
was committed--and they looked upon it 
asa robbery--why they waited till three 
or four o'clock on the 16th yatil they went: 
to cemplain to the Police. The eom- 
pininant, as well as his wife, in the firat 


hig sampan, but was content to contradict 
dimself a minute afterwards, and say that 
he did go in that big sampan to the shore. 
Ani there they came to this, that whereas 


rhe said he went ashoré in the big _sampan 


and his wife suid be went ashore in 
In the junk’s sampan, torcconcile these two" 
statements he must have gone ashore tvice,- 
which was the story of the defence.

The 
complsinant aud his wife had contradicted 
each other in most essential, particulars. 
‘Tho fact that they remained nourly twenty- 
four hours at-anchor without guing for 
the Police,-who-were only two hours’ sail 
away, also threw some light tpdh the cir-. 
cumstances whethor or nut they looked up- 
on it as robbery. Themen sho took 
,awny the fish were totally unarmed. 
He asked if men sallicd forth to commit 
piracy unarmed? The defence was that 
the defendant belonged tu an established 
fish shop which had an agency in Hong- 
koug, ond it was their custom to send round 
the harbour of A Chau whon junks cane in 
and collect the fish fromthe junks: The fish 
were weighed from the junk into the 
sampap,\_and taken off to the shop 
and then the price, usually the market 
picce, was paid, and there was no hag- 
uling at all. If there was haggling the 
bargain was settled at the shop. Tho wit- 

for tlie defence eaid that they—leing 
fokis of this shop in the ordinary course of 

ss went round tho harbour to collect 
fish, When they got to complainant’s junk 
: he did not seem at first disposed to givo u. 
his fish, but finally he handed over the fish 
te them to be weighed, and they were 
put inte the snmpan and taken to 
the shop, Shortly afterwards that smo 
afLernoon they courplainant came to, the 
shop, and he did not seryple to ask for 
Hongkong prices. They commenced hag- 
gling but could not ayreo and complainant 
weit hack to his shop. Next morning he. 
admitled having gono ashore again, Fur- 
ther haggling touk place bu@they did not 
ur-iveat a ‘bargain, and about three or four 
o'cleck in the afternoon the complainant 
went toinform the Police The bucks of 
the shup wero tendered -to the Magistrate 
aud showed an entry cof the fish reeeiv- 
‘ed_by the shop from that junk, 

The Acting Chicf Justice said ho had 
gone arefully inte the matter. He sav no 
advantage in postponing the rehearing, and 
as therespondent did not appcar to support 
the conviction thoy thought the justice i the 
case night bo met by allowing an appeal on 
tha rehearing, but they did not allow any 
costs. He was inclined to think, after con- 
sidering the matter a great deal, that the 
man night not have intended to ‘steal the
